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In summer 2019, the Listen Witness Amplify North Carolina Social Justice Program addressed the ongoing 
legacies of school segregation by law in Eastern North Carolina by empowering black community youth 

as storytellers and black community senior citizens as teachers and elders. Using the collective wisdom 

of community elders, | contextualize contemporary education and social policy finding that the same 
hegemony which allows racism to persist decades after Brown v. Board also allows sexism to persist 
decades after Title IX. Therefore, framing systemic racism and sexism as ongoing legacies of school 
segregation may foster interest convergence to improve schooling at large. 
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
